2. After sub-para 2(b) (iii), the sub-para 2 (b) (iv) may be inserted, as follows:— „• 

‘(iv) who during the crop year 2002-2003 tendered a minimum yield of 30 kg per hectare or above in Madhya Pradesh 
;nd Rajasthan and 24 kg per hectare or above in Uttar Pradesh in villages declared as “Partially Damaged” and irrespective 
of the yield of opium tendered by the cultivators in villages declared as “Extensively Damaged”. However, cultivators who 
h ave tendered suspeci: opium do no merit any relaxation in the Minimum Qualifying Yield criteria. 

The criteria adopted for declaring a village as “Partially Damaged* or “Extensively Damaged” would be as follows 
h- rdaily Damaged 

A village would be declared as “Partially Damaged” where the number of cultivators, who had folly uprooted their 
poppy crop under departmental supervision and the number of cultivators, who have not been able to tender the 
■QY of 52 kg per hectare for Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan and 46 kg per hectare for Uttar Pradesh, is 30% or above of 
; j,e total number of cultivators who have actually harvested the crop in the village. 

Extensively Damaged 

A village would be declared as “Extensively Damaged” where the number of cultivators, who had folly uprooted their 
opium poppy crop under departmental superv ision and the number of cultivators, who have not been able to tender the 
MQY of 52 kg per hectare for Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan and 46 kg per hectare for Uttar Pradesh, is 70% or above of 
'he total number of cultivators who have actually harvested the crop in the village.’
